The annual address of the re- 
tirmg president of the Board of 
Trade, Mv.

To give 
point to his arrogance he specifi 
eally defines the terms and condi- 
tions under whieh he will permit 
citizens of neutral countries to 
travel aeross an area thas bloek- 
aded in defiance of International 
law. Monstrous as this deelara- 
tion is, both in its defianee of In 
ternational law and in its fiendish 
purpose to set aside all comsidera- 
tions of humanity and merey, ¢ 
there is nothing in it of the nature 
of a surprise. Germany has long | 
sinee exhausted its possibilities of 
shoeking the world, What differ 
ence there may be between un 
restricted submarine piracy 
and the modified form of fright- 
fulness that has prevailed during 
ihe past year remains to he seen, 
Whatever that difference nay be, 
Rerlin’s latest threat will do noth- 
ing to strike consternation into 
the Allies. It merely confirms 
their sense of the criminal nature 
of the enemy with which they have 
to deal, and their responsibility 
before God and man to put an end 
to his crimes.

President Wilson to Berlin,
